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Back  to  Basics 


Routine,  commonplace, 
the  same  old  thing  usually 
describe  the  basics,  but  basic 
can  also  lend  to  security  and 
familiarity,  two  concepts  which 
evoke  strength  and  unity. 

Changes  over  the  last  few 
years,  such  as  the  addition  of 
the  freshman  class,  remodeling 
and  adding  on  to  the  building, 
and  the  addition  of  new 
teachers  and  programs  to 
accomodate  everyone, 

proved  to  be  a  challenge. 
Students  accepted  these 
changes  and  worked  through 
all  the  problems  together.  As 
things  began  to  settle  down 
and  the  changes  became 
minor,  students  realized  there 
was  a  need  to  get  back  to 
basics. 

During  the  flood  of  '82 
students  shared  their  unselfish- 
ness and  created  a  new  spirit  of 
unity  between  themselves  and 
the  community. 

With  school  enrollment 
stabilized  at  2,500  the  same  as 
in  the  past  few  years,  students 
could  expect  a  well  planned 
routine  in  most  academic  sub- 
jects.  These  subjects  focused 


more  on  basic  objectives.  After 
the  basic  objectives  were  met 
and  understood  other  levels 
could  be  reached. 

Out  of  necessity,  sports 
programs  also  emphasized 
basic  fundamentals.  With  sum- 
mer weight  training  and  before 
and  after  school  practice  ses- 
sions, athletes  developed 
stamina  and  endurance,  two 
characteristics  which  are  al- 
ways necessary  for  success. 
Most  coaches  agree  a  winning 
team  is  usually  a  result  of 
stressing  the  basics  in  practice. 

Basic  traditions  of  the 
school  year  such  as  Spirit  Week, 
Homecoming,  Christmas  Open- 
House,  and  the  Junior  Senior 
Prom  were  also  a  few  of  the 
activities  in  which  students  took 
part  in  the  actual  planning  and 
preparation,  students  carried 
on  the  traditions  that  helped  to 
make  these  events  a  success. 

Students  also  found  that 
they  could  accomplish  what- 
ever they  set  their  minds  to. 
Whether  it  be  in  academics,  in 
sports,  or  in  personal  goals, 
getting  back  to  basics  was  the 
rule  rather  than  the  exception.

Jobs  were  hard  to  find  and 
prices  were  high.  To  deal  with 
these  problems,  students 
realized  it  was  time  to  get  back 
to  basics. 

Many  students  decided 
that  bike  riding,  instead  of 
driving,  was  a  good  way  not 
only  to  cut  back,  but  to  get 
exercise  at  the  same  time. 
Students  who  lived  near  school 
walked  there  for  the  same 
reason. 

Students  who  owned  cars 
found  out  that  many  times  the 
high  prices  of  gas  forced  them 
to  cut  down  on  their  driving. 
When  driving  was  necessary

The  Science  Department  of  Snider  has 
the  highest  percentage  of  students  taking 
elective  classes  of  any  high  school  in  Fort 
Wayne.  A  wide  variety  of  classes  are 
offered,  all  of  which  stress  laboratory 
experience.
